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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-10,13-15, and 1 8 - 20 have been examined. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 10, and 15 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. The new grounds of rejection 
have been necessitated by amendments to the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1 - 2, 10, 13 - 15, 18 - 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by "The Evolution of Jini™ Technology In Telematics" by Judith Arato and 
Steven Knudsen (hereinafter Arato). 

As per claims 1,10, and 15, Arato teaches abstracting physical devices (Page 9 
Figure 1, "Powertrain Physical System", "Running Gear Physical System", "Power Plant 
Physical System", Page 9 Numeral 1) interfaced with a telematics system comprising a 
physical device code segment (Page 9 Figure 1, "Powertrain Network Service", 
"Running Gear Network Service", and "Power Plant Network Service", Page 9 Numeral 
1) capable of obtaining device data from the physical device, wherein the device data is 
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configured to be generated by the manipulation of the physical device control of the 
physical device; a logical device code segment (Page 9 Figure 1, "Powertrain Service", 
"Running Gear Service", "Power Plant Service", and "JMatos") in communication with 
the physical device code segment (Page 9 Figure 1 Numeral 2), the logical device code 
segment capable of receiving the device data from the physical device code segment; 
and an application code segment (Page 9 Figure 1, "Telematics Control Unit") in 
communication with the logical device code segment, the application code segment 
capable of accessing the device data from the logical device code segment, the 
application code segment further capable of processing device data generated by the 
physical device, wherein the device data is capable of providing a current state of the 
physical device and include an event notification if the current state has changed (Page 
9 Figure 1 Numeral 6). 

As per claim 2, Arato also teaches wherein the logical device code segment is 
capable of providing access to device data from a plurality of physical devices (Page 9 
Figure 1 Numeral 6). 

As per claim 13, Arato teaches wherein access to the device is provided using an 
application programming interface (API) (Page 9 Figure 1 Numeral 6). 

As per claims 14 and 18-19, Arato teaches wherein the API provides access to 
device data from a plurality of physical devices (Page 9 Figure 1, "Powertrain Physical 
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System", "Running Gear Physical System", "Power Plant Physical System", Page 9 
Numeral 1). 

As per claim 20, Arato teaches wherein the physical devices are for an 
automobile (Page 9 Paragraph 1 "automotive subsystem"). 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 3 - 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
"The Evolution of Jini™ Technology In Telematics" by Judith Arato and Steven Knudsen 
(hereinafter Arato) in view of Applicants Admitted Prior Art (hereinafter AAPA). 

As per claims 3-9, Arato teaches the system described per claims 1 and 2 (see 
rejection of claims 1 and 2 above). 

Arato does not explicitly teach various types of controls for use in the system. 

However, AAPA teaches use of various types of controls in a telematics system 
(AAPA; Page 2 Lines 14 - 20). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to have modified the teachings of Arato to include the 
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various controls because doing so allows the user to interact and control different 
systems in the telematic system.
